Preliminary Tax Survey 
Completed by Committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Hou se Way s and Means Com­ 
m ittee has finished a prelim i­ 
nary stu dy on way s to tig hten 
the federal tax laws apply ing to 
the v ery wealthy , fou ndations 
and corporations. 
The prog ress report, du e for 
release today , comes after fiv e 
weeks of stu dy by the com m it­ 
tee. which is eng ag ed in draft­ 
ing an ov er-all reform of the na­ 
tion’s tax code. 
The prog ress report, was ex ­ 
pected to propose tax ation and 
strict policing of fou ndations; 
limits on charitable dedu ctions; 
a ceiling on the claiming of 
farm losses; redu ction of tax in­ 
centiv es for corporate merg ers 
and restrictions on the dev ice of 
redu cing corporate tax es by u se 
of su bsidiaries. 
No final decisions hav e been 
m ade on these issu es and they 
will be considered at another 
rou nd of closed-door delibera­ 
tions. 


Bu t it is the practice not to or­ 
der leg islativ e drafts u ntil there 
has been a su bstantial, ev en if 
informal, meeting of minds on 
the tax -writing comm ittee. 
President 
Nix on 
proposed 
some tax crackdowns April 21 in 
u rg ing ex tension of the 10 per 
cent income su rtax after Ju ne 
30. He said adm inistration pro­ 
posals for a more complete 
ov erhau l wou ldn’t come u ntil 
later in the y ear. 
The com m ittee had been wait­ 
ing impatiently for Nix on’s tax 
messag e so it cou ld g et started 
on reforms. 
“ There is a mom entu m for 
chang e, ” declared Committee 
Chairman Wilbu r D. Mills after 
Nix on’s messag e. He said the 
com m ittee g ladly accepted Nix ­ 
on’s su g g estions, bu t wou ld pu sh 
on immediately toward a com­ 
plete ov erhau l. 


It was reported the com m ittee 
tentativ ely ag reed behind closed 
doors to a preliminary ag ree­ 
ment to phase ou t an u nlimited 
charitable dedu ction priv ileg e 
now being u sed by abou t 100 
millionaires to av oid the income 
tax . 
The comm ittee also has been 
working on proposals to hmit 
tax adv antag es obtainable by 
some plans of financing merg ­ 
ers. 


Other proposals 
reportedly 
ag reed on prev iou sly were: 
—A 5 per cent tax on the in­ 
come fou ndations receiv e from 
their inv estments, bu t not on 
g ifts made to them. 
—A requ irem ent that dona­ 
tions of appreciated property 
made to priv ate fou ndations be 
dedu cted only to the ex tent of 
the cost to the donor. This wou ld 
not affect donations to pu blic 
fou ndations or charities.

As a band piped them in with 
“ Up, Up and Away ” and “ Deep 
in the Heart of Tex as ” the three 
m en who retu rned from the 
moon ju st 24 hou rs earlier, 
leaped from the plane that 
brou g ht them nonstop from Sa­ 
moa. 
The astronau ts. Air Force Col. 
Thomas P. Stafford and Nav y 
Cmdrs. 
Eu g ene Cernan and 
John You ng , were wearing leis. 
Their first act, after embracing 
their wiv es and children, was to 
drape the 
necklaces 
arou nd 
their lov ed ones’ necks. 
What the astronau ts report 
will determ ine when the Apollo 
11 astronau ts leav e on a moon- 
landing mission. The blastoff for 
that v oy ag e is schedu led at 
Ca pe Kennedy Ju ly 16 . bu t

Apollo 10 raised a few qu estions 
that cou ld delay it a m onth or 
two. 
Still wearing one of the base­ 
ball caps the astronau ts re­ 
ceiv ed when they boarded the 
carrier Princeton, You ng told 
the crowd: 
“ That moon doesn’t hav e any 
air and that moon’s not Tex as 
and we’re su re g lad to be here.”

back from the moon.” 
And Cernan said; “ I’m con­ 
v inced now more than ev er that 
there’s no place we can’t ev en­ 
tu ally g o and there’s nothing we 
can’t ev entu ally do.” 
There was little tim e for reu ­ 
nion with families. After lu nch, 
the astronau ts were to u nderg o

Dr. Thomas 0 . Paine, adm in­ 
istrator of the National Aero­ 
nau tics and Space Administra­ 
tion, said, “ The real g oal (of the 
space prog ram) is to dev elop 
and dem onstrate the capability 
for interplanetary trav el.

reparations for past wrongs to 
minority groups 
The 2.Ì0 nu’niber board pass­ 
ed a lengthy dtxunient calling 
for nevy church efforts aimed 
at curing the deep sickness of 
the spirit which chiiractenzes 
our comni(>n life and threatens 
the democratic institutions of 
our society " 
The board, meeting in St 
Louis, said the manifesto adopt­ 
ed by the National Economic 
Development Committee “con- 
tair» language which we feel is 
excessive and inflammatory, an 
ideology we cannrH accept, and 
a methodology we cannot ap­ 
prove. " 
The paper acknowledged this 
nation has a history of violence 
separatism, racism, extortion, 
and revenge, but affirmed a 
new initiative by the church 
aimed at curbing these evils. 
The paper, adopted almost 
unanmously on a voice vote will 
go before the General Assembly 
of the 15* million - member 
church at its meeting in Seattle 
in August. 
The paper recommended all 
church umts redeploy 10 per 
cent of their operating and cap­ 
ital funds in the early 19 7 0 to 
help deal with the urban crisis. 
It further recommended that 
units with portfolios divert 15 
per cent of their investment 
funds to institutions that engage 
in loans to the poor. 
Other 
proposals 
included 
doubling the Christian church’s 
Reconciliation Program to help 
meet the needs of the urban 
poor. That two-year program 
would be expanded to four year 
and the church’s present $2 mil­ 
lion fund-raising goal would be 
doubled. 
The message also called upon 
the church to develop a multi­ 
racial staff with 20 per cent N e 
gro representation by the mid 
1970s.

Stafford, 
J ohn 
Young and Eugene Cernan have 
given us the final confidence to 
make the next bold step.” 
He noted that the present 
launch date for Apollo 11 is J uly 
16, with the landing set for J uly 
20. 
“ However,” 
he 
cautioned 
“ we have no inflexible commit­ 
ment to these specific dates. We 
will not hesitate to postpone the 
Apollo 11 mission if we feel we 
are not ready in all respects. 
And once that voyage has be­ 
gun, we have no commitment 
that would make us hesitate to 
bring home the crew immedi­ 
ately if we encounter’ prob­ 
lems ” 
“The Apollo 10 crew are the 
pioneers who have brought man 
to the threshold of a new era. 
Today we see no obstacles on 
the path to the moon,” he add­ 
ed. 
George Low, manager of the 
Apollo spacecraft office, listed 
these areas of concern about the 
Apollo 10 flight: 
—Poor communications with 
the LEM during the'first low 
pass over the moon. 
—Telemetry data showed that 
the LEM lost cabin pressure aft­ 
er it was unmanned, pushed 
away from the command ship 
and sent rocketing off into 
space. If loss of pressure hap­ 
pened with astronauts aboard

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Nebon A. Rockefeller of New 
York left today on the second 
leg of a fact-finding tour of 
Latin America for President 
Nixon. 
Before leaving. Rockefeller 
met with Nixon at the White 
House and afterward he ex­ 
pressed regret that political 
problems forced cancellation of 
his scheduled visit to Peru this 
week. 
‘“These problems are the re­ 
sult of a breakdown in commu­ 
nications just when communica­ 
tions are most needed,” Rocke­ 
feller told a news conference at 
the White House. 
Peru, reacting angrily to a 
suspension of military sales by 
the United States, said a Rocke­ 
feller visit would not be wel­ 
come. 
Rockefeller, who visited Mexi­ 
co and Central America in the 
first of his series of trips earlier 
this month, flew to Colombia to­ 
day, the first stop of a five-coun 
try swing. Abo on his schedule 
are Ecuador, Bolivia, Trinidad- 
Tobago and Venezuela. 
At the White House news 
briefing. Rockefeller said he 
talked with the President about 
the growing interdependence 
among Western Hemisphere na­ 
tions in such areas as trade, 
economics, technolc^y and so­ 
cial develc^ment. 
“ The President feels it is ter­ 
ribly important we come to 
know and understand one an­ 
other so we can take maxi­ 
mum advantage of our inter­ 
dependence,” Rockefeller said.

Noting that the department 
has had deficits for 114 of the 
last 131 years. Nixon said, “the 
money to meet these huge post­ 
al deficits comes directly out of 
the taxpayers’ pocket regard­ 
less of how much he uses the 
maib. 
It is bad business, bad govern­ 
ment, and bad politics to pour 
this kind of money into an ineffi­ 
cient postal service,” Nixon 
said. 
The

emphasized 
that the reforms could be put 
into effect without a reduction 
in the postal system’s 750,(X)0 
employes. 
But without a modernized sys­ 
tem, he said, more than 250,C)()0 
new workers will be needed to 
“ move the growing mountain of 
mail” over the next decade. 
The proposed steps include a 
provision to give employes the 
right to negotiate with manage­ 
ment over wages and working 
conditions, and Blount said he 
had discussed this feature with 
the various postal unions.

One of them was the astro­ 
nau t’s grandfather, Stegan. 
“Now more and more people 
here claim to be related to ou r 
Gene," said Imrich. 
Three families of Cernan 
cou sins can be fou nd in this 
town of stu cco and log hou ses 
lining the meandering Ky su cou 
Riv er on the eastern slope of the 
mou ntain range that div ides Slo­ 
v ak ia and Morav ia, 250 miles 
east of Pragu e. 
The popu lation of Vy sok a is 
4,800, predominantly Catholic 
with a sprink ling of nonbeliev ­ 
ers and Commu nists. 
"We lit candles and pray ed 
for the cosmonau ts in the 
chu rch last Su nday . It was ou r 
du ty ," said Imrich’s mother, 
Katarina Cernanov a, a stu rdy 
woman of 54. 
Imrich once serv ed in the 
Czechoslov ak Air Force and 
work ed for the city gov ernment 
u ntil the Stalinists ou sted him in 
the early 1960s, he said. The 
father of a dau ghter 11 and a

The sawmill was closed in 
1948, when the Commu nists took 
ov er Chechoslov ak ia, bu t family 
members said they were al­ 
lowed to open it last y ear du ring 
the period of liberalization, pro­ 
v ided that 30 per cent of the 
profits were tu rned ov er to the 
local gov ernment.

WASHINGTON — President Nixon has confided 
to Republican congressional leaders that he would 
like to begin withdrawing American troops from 
Vietnam and replacing them with South Vietnamese 
troops this y ear But he would like the proposal to 
come from Saigon 
“It would be better to let the idea come from 
Thieu and Ky .” he said, referring to South 
Vietnam’s president and vice president. 
Meanwhile the Rand Corporation and Hudson 
Institute, two of the nation’s biggest policy planners, 
have drafted detailed projections for an American 
withdrawal. 
The Paris negotiators are dramatically close to a 
military settlement. The big obstacle, which may 
hold up a peace for months, will be a political 
settlement The search for a political strategy , more 
than any thing else, is what is bringing President 
Nixon and President Thieu to Midway Island for 
their June 8 mid-Pacific meeting. 
The President denied press reports that resistance 
from our South Vietnamese allies had precipitated 
the meeting. Relations between Washington and 
Saigon are better, he indicated, than at any time 
since the bombing halt. 
In fact, he said, the South Vietnamese not only are 
willing to discuss a political settlement but are 
secretly study ing a constitutional amendment which 
would permit Communists to vote in a national 
election. President Thieu would, however, also like 
dn amendment to extend his presidential term from 
four to seven y ears. 
Despite the optimistic outlook for a Vietnam 
settlement. Nixon repeated to GOP leaders that he 
is prepared for an about-face if the peace 
negotiations break down. 
“It is important to note.” he said sternly , “if we 
should be rebuffed we have other options '

held up his peace proposals almost three weeks 
because of the Communist attacks and shellings of

“The decision to make the speech, ” he said, “was 
made on April 20" 
He didn’t want to try for peace while South 
Vietnamese cities were under Communist fire. It 
might have made it appear that he was reacting to 
military pressure. 
White House national security adviser Henry 
Kissinger boasted to the GOP leaders that, outside 
of the Communist bloc, the President's proposals 
had received a favorable response every where 
except in Sweden. 
“For tlie first time. ” he said, “the Japanese 
leaders supported the United States position on 
Vietnam. Even in Yugoslavia the reaction was 
moderately good. ” 
Kissinger warned, however, that there will be no 
immediate response from Hanoi. 
“It is going to take the Communists two or three 
months to revise their strategy .’’ he predicted. 
“Only then can we see whether conciliation is going 
to work.” 
Hanoi is hard at work analy zing and discussing the 
Nixon offer. It takes “a long time ” for Hanoi to 
change its policy directives, Kissinger added; even 
longer to carry out the new directives. He explained 
that Hanoi prepares for weeks for a military 
offensive or withdrawal, because both men and 
materials have to be infiltrated in small units. 
Meanwhile Hanoi can be expected to repeat its 
routine 
demands 
for 
unconditional 
military 
withdrawal until new decisions are made. 


—Nixon’s Trustees— 
There’s interesting background to some of the 
trustees of the new Richard Nixon foundation which 
the White House announced recently . One of the 
trustees is Donald Kendall, president of Pepsico in 
New York City . 
Kendall has just written a letter to various fat cats 
on the stationery of his firm at 500 Park Avenue, 
soliciting funds for BIPAC.

is an 
organization of big business moguls dedicated to 
electing a more conservative congress in 1970. To 
this end Nixon’s trustee Donald Kendall wrote to 
fellow businessmen: 
“There will be a few special elections to fill vacant 
seats in Congress this y ear. Other than these, 
every thing will seem to be q uiet’ on the national 
political front. However, the q uiet is deceptive. 
Intensive plans are under way by political 
organizations 
involving 
next 
y ear’s 
mid-term 
congressional elections, which can make or break an 
administration favorable to business.. 
“BIPAC is also making its plans for 1970. Its sights 
are set on protecting the gains made in the House 
and replacing enough senators to erase the liberal 
edge which has prevailed in the Senate since 1954. 
Its analy sis of the outlodc is very encouraging. 
“However, Senate contests usually req uire a lot of 
money . BIPAC is aiming at a political action fund of 
$1 million so that it will be able to provide enough 
campaign help where it counts most. Therefore it is 
imptxtant fw all BIPAC members to send in their 
annual dues this y ear as well as next, as all campaign 
support funds must come from individuals" 
Kendall concluded by asking that funds be sent to 
Paul W. Kay ser, who is both exectuve directw of the 
National Alliance f(xr Business and vice president of 
Pepsico in charge of industrial relations.

The plight of B ritain’s Prim e Minister B^rold Wilson is 
another indication of the decline in the political fortunes 
of the Socialist parties in most nations of West Europe and 
Asis 
Like the totalitarian “ socialists’’ who rule in the Com ­ 
munist countries, the dem ocratic socialists are discover­ 
ing that even their brand of m oderate M arxism cannot 
solve the problems or cure the ills that plague humanity 
in the nuclear age. 
The bored offspring of the atfluent 
the rom ance of revolution among the New Leftists and the 
Students for a Democratic Society regard the dem ocratic 
socialists’ addiction to freedom as a relic of the Past- Th^ 
Communists have long denounced them as 
tools of cap­ 
italism .’’ 
Even London s liberal weekly . The Observer 
is now 
eallinR for Wilson's resignation as prim e ministei and 
leader of the Labor party . 
Yet onlv five y ears ago Wilson was hailed as a brilliant 
“ vouni;’’ leftist leader. He was going to nationalize B rit­ 
ain’s banks and basic industries. He hoped to create a 
welfare state which, unlike the Communist version of 
socialism, would be based on dem ocratic freedom and 
hum an decency . 
Now he is denounced bv the y ounger members of his 
own Labor party as a middle-aged failure who betray ed 
Marxist ideals. 
Wilson’s tragedy is, in a sense, also the ¿» l^^edy of for­ 
mer President Ly ndon B. Johnson and Vice President 
Humphrey . Like many politicians before him who prom­ 
ised the liberal millennium, he was confronted as prime 
minister with the complex realities of power in a free 
society . 
The same realities that prompt the conservative Presi­ 
dent Nixon to veer to the liberal side in foreign policy and 
domestic affairs forced Wilson to discard many of his 
socialist illusions. 
As an ambitious leftist politician reaching out for pov^r, 
he could castigate U.S. foreign policy with irnpunity . But 
as prime minister he soon found that he had to rely on 
American economic and diplomatic support. 
This fo rced Wilso n to back the United States o n the war 
In Vietnam. It was at all times a lukewarm suppo rt but it 
aro used the ho stility o f Labo r’s ex treme leftists. 
He also lost the backing of the labor unions v/hen, in 
an effort to restore Britain’s chaotic economy , he decided 
to introduce a bill in Parliament to curb wildcat strikes. 
This time even moderate labor politicians were furious 
since the majority of them face defeat in the elections with­ 
out trade union support. 
Then, to add insult to injury , Wilson’s government de­ 
cided to raise the price of ey eglasses and false teeth under 
the National Health Service. The y oung Labor members 
of Parliament, the backbenchers, were q uick to denounce 
this as treason to socialism. They have long regarded 
cheap ey eglasses and false teeth as one of the most vital 
achievements of the welfare state. 
These, o f co urse, are o nly so me o f the majo r reaso ns 
fo r Wilso n’s mo unting difficulties. Ho wev er, he is a skilled 
po litician who has already weathered many sto rms. He 
can cling to po wer until the electio n in 1 97 1 . He may y et 
o utwit his detracto rs In and o ut o f the Labo r party . 
But his plight is sy mbolic of the troubles facing the anti­ 
communist socialists in France, Italy , West Germany , 
Japan and elsewhere in the free world. They , too, are en­ 
gaged in an uphill struggle against new totalitarian forces 
on the left and right. 
Even in the Scandinavian countries which they have 
ruled for decades with moderation and justice, the demo­ 
cratic socialists are fighting for their political life.

Finding a topic l» n't alway « ea» y for a 
speaker and If the organization involv^ 
has a theme-of-the-month, it sometimes 
makes life easier for him.

Drive on Country Roads 
With Caution in Rain 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M. D. 


Many families will want to use their summer 
vacation to drive over scenic rural roads. This is an 
excellent idea if y ou bear in mind that, in contrast to 
our superhighway s, these rural roads are likely to be 
pocked with chuckholes and to have narrow bridges, 
sudden sharp curves, unmarked intersections and 
warning signs obscured by tall weeds. All of these 
hazards call for greatly reduced speed if y ou wish to 
avoid an accident. Remember, too, that y ou will 
probably be much farther from a hospital than when 
y ou are driving in the city . 
Sudden cloudbursts are another danger. During 
such a storm, it is wise to pull off the road and wait 
it out with y our parking lights on. 
If y ou are driving in a heavy rain visibility is 
limited not only for y ou but also for cars 
approaching y ou and any pedestrians y ou may meet. 
Since a car approaching at high speed may splash 
y our windshield and make it impossible for y ou to 
see for a few seconds y ou should slow down before 
the car passes y ou. Also keep the window next to 
y ou closed so that the platter won’t get in y our ey es. 
And don’t neglect to see that y our windshield wipers 
are new enough to do their intended job. 
When traveling on a rainy day , y ou should drive as 
though y ou had no brakes. In that way y ou will be 
less likely to jam them on suddenly and go into a 
skid. Furthermore, if y our brakes have gotten wet, 
y ou may not have the braking power y ou thought 
y ou had.

The two homers—the first 
time in his career he has hit a 
pair in one game—brought his 
season total to five. 
They also came with Ted Uhl- 
aender on base and were more 
than enough to offset the 15th 
home run by the league leader. 
Washington’s Frank Howard. 
Minnesota scored five runs in 
the fourth inning on four singles 
and Carew’s homer. 
Carew’s two homers and a 
single in four trips to the plate 
boosted his average three points 
to .394.

Carew. the 1967 Rookie of the 
Year and All-Star sec’ond base­ 
man the past two years, led the 
American League with a .301 
average on .Aug 22 last year 
and then went into a late season 
slump.

The New Democratic Coali­ 
tion. a loose grouping of the par­ 
ty’s 
McCarthy-Kennedy-Mc- 
Govern elements, held its fund­ 
raising dinner, a $100-a-plate af­ 
fair. last Saturday But the NDC 
too has its internal strains, 
which reflect those of the party 
at large. 
Kennedy agreed to address 
the dinner, his first political 
speech in Washington this year, 
only after he reportedly made 
sure McCarthy wasn’t coming. 
While Kennedy, McGovern 
and Sen. Harold E. Hughes of 
Iowa addressed the gathering. 
McCarthy declined an invitation 
and Muskie wasn’t even invited 
The reformers consider him an 
organization man. 
More than 30 states have NDC 
units, and many are active in lo­ 
cal contests. 
And next year. NDC-backed 
candidates are expected to chal­ 
lenge 
many 
regulars 
for 
congressional nominations, in 
local contests and for control of 
party machinery. 
In some states, regulars are 
moving in the face of the ex­ 
pected challenge to revitalize 
their organizations and make 
them more responsive to rank- 
and-file sentiment. At least 20 
states have their own reform 
commissions. 
Nationally, the reform drive 
is being pushed by two party 
commissions established by last 
summer’s convention over the 
resistance of its managers. 
One, headed by McGovern, is 
examining party structure and 
the way in which convention 
delegates are selected. The sec­ 
ond. headed by Rep. James G. 
O'Hara. D-Mich., is examining 
convention rules and structure. 
Yet. from both wings of the 
party, there is optimism. 
As Stephen A. Mitchell. Mc­ 
Carthy’s convention manager, a 
former national chairman and 
one of the leading reform voices 
on the O’Hara commission, said 
last week: 
‘We’ve got only one way to gc 
—and that is up. It can’t get any 
worse after 1968 . It has to get 
better. ”
